N. S. LUSTY - RODNEY, ONTARIO 


A PREVIOUSLY UNRECORDED COUNTERMARK

Breton 719 - Bank of Upper Canada, 1850 - One Penny - no dot 


The writer was attracted to this countermark of N.S. Lusty, shown on an 1850 Bank of 
Upper Canada 1850 one penny, as the Lusty family name was a prominent one in the 
writer's home town of Rodney, Ontario. Research was undertaken to establish if this 
N.S. Lusty was related to the Lusty families of Rodney. 


N.S. Lusty was indeed from Rodney, Ontario. A thorough review of Canada Census data 
from 1861 to 1911 confirmed only one N.S. Lusty was recorded in all of Canada, and he 
is listed as living in Rodney, Aldborough Township, Elgin County, Ontario. 


Nathaniel Stanley Lusty was born on May 24, 1833 at Oakville, Ontario, the son of 
Thomas King Lusty and Elizabeth Lusty [nee Coates], who had immigrated to Canada 
from England in 1820. 


N.S. Lusty, and his three brothers, Richard, Milton and Theodore first came to Rodney in 
1863 to visit their uncle, Richard Coates and family. As the four brothers were 
experienced mill and timber men they all decided to stay in Rodney as a new saw and 
shingles mill, owned by Messrs. Stoddard & Stewart from Erieau, Ontario, was being 
completed and needed workers. N.S. Lusty had entered the labour force at age 12, 
working at a sawmill in Oakville owned by a relative. 


In 1864 Nathaniel married Mary Hoskins, a Rodney resident. They had four daughters 
and four sons. Two children died in infancy. 
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N.S. Lusty was an enterprising and industrious businessman in Rodney. 


In 1863 while working at the sawmill, he is also recorded as a “millwright and builder” 
and in 1865 constructed a hotel for his father-in-law, William Hoskins. In 1891 he was 
operating his own saw and planing mill, which he owned with his two sons, William and 
Ernest. By 1902 the mill operation had been taken over by his sons, and they sold it in 
1908. By 1879 N.S. Lusty constructed the chimney for the Baptist Church, and in 1898 
he and his sons built the Zion Evangelical Church. 


By 1910 N.S. Lusty and his son William had formed the Lusty Lumber Co., which was 
totally destroyed by a fire in 1913. The same fire engulfed the Canada Casket Co. in 
which the Lustys were major shareholders. There is a poem written by Roy Ward of 
Rodney entitled “Do You Remember ?” concerning various citizens, part of which reads: 


“Bill Morris ran the grocery 
At the northern end of town. 
Nat Lusty ran the sawmill 
“Til one day it did burn down.” 


In Nathaniel’s obituary mention is made that he “was noted as one of the greatest 
lumbermen in Western Ontario”. 


Mr. Lusty was also a very community minded individual and contributed greatly to the 
village’s development and well-being. He held many public offices. 


In 1901 when Rodney became a police village, N.S. Lusty was elected both chairman and 
trustee. He was re-elected a trustee for 1902-1904. He became treasurer of the 
incorporated Village of Rodney in 1907, and held this post until his demise in 1920. He 
was also treasurer of the local hydro commission. 


Nathaniel, at various times, further served as a Deputy Reeve of Aldborough Township 
and as a member of County of Elgin Council. In 1904 he became justice of the peace, a 
position he also held until his death. 


In 1885 N.S. Lusty became a charter member of the Masonic Lodge #411, and a charter 
member of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows [1.0.0.F.] in 1892, and in which he 
held the position of Vice-Grand for many years. Additionally he was an officer of the 
Independent Order of Foresters [1.0.F.], Court St. Clair. For many years he was a director 
of the Aldborough Agricultural Society. 


He was a member of the Christian Church and held the positions of deacon, as well as 
treasurer, 
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Nathaniel Stanley Lusty died on May 11, 1920 at the family residence “Stanley Place” in 
Rodney at the age of 87. He is buried at Rodney Cemetery. The Rodney Cemetery 
Company was formed in 1895, and Mr. Lusty was a founding member and a director for 
many years. His wife Mary died on March 24, 1926. 


The obituary for Mr. Lusty described him as “one of Rodney’s most respected citizens 
and a man of sterling character”. Other quotes included “perhaps there is nobody living 
in Rodney who did more for the village than he did”; and “as a mark of respect the 
business of the town was suspended during the hour of his funeral”. 


The above photograph of Mr. Lusty was taken in 1917, at a meeting of the hydro 
commission while he was still treasurer of that entity. The photograph was copied from 
the book Rodney 1870 - 1950, and was the only photograph found that could be copied 
with some clarity. 


It is presumed the countermarked token had the purpose to function as a personal item, or 
pocket piece, and no other specimens are know at this time. As collectors will know 
there are many tokens, and coins, showing an imprint of initials and surnames, but few 
are ever identifiable. Accordingly, it was fortuitous to be able to do so for this piece. The 
N.S. Lusty name imprint was struck from a single punch. Mr. Lusty did not issue any 
merchant tokens that are known. 


The countermark name of N.S. Lusty is not recorded in either of Gregory G. Brunk’s two 
catalogues American and Canadian Countermarked Coins [1987], or Merchant and 
Privately Countermarked Coins [2003]. Additionally, it is not listed in Warren Baker’s 
Marked Impressions [2006]. 


This article will conclude with a few paragraphs regarding the establishment and history 
of Rodney, Ontario. 
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Rodney is situated in southern Ontario approximately 70 kms southwest of London. 
Settlers began arriving in the early 1800s after Col. Thomas Talbot had received his land 
grants for the area. Rodney was originally named Centreville, a name derived from its 
central location between Newbury, which had the depot operated by the Great West 
Railway as early as 1851, and Port Glasgow which in the early days received sailing 
vessels bringing settlers and goods. The Port also handled the outgoing shipments of 
timber and wood products, such as shingles. The Centreville area was surveyed in the 
early 1850s by Col. Richard Airey, a nephew of Col. Talbot. The Canada Southern 
Railroad came to Rodney in 1873, and further contributed to the growth of the village. 


The name Rodney was adopted in 1865 after the Post Master General of Upper Canada, 
John Morris, visited Centreville and determined a post office would be established. 
Morris however did not like the name Centreville and as a result Rodney was chosen for 
the new post office. It is named after Admiral George Rodney, a noted British naval 
officer. During 1748-1751 he had served as the Governor and Commander-in-Chief of 
Newfoundland, and he also had minor involvement during the Siege of Louisbourg in 
1758. 


In 1901 the County Council of the County of Elgin passed by-law 621, setting Rodney 
apart as a “police village”. A police village was a form of municipal government used in 
the Province of Ontario beginning in the early 19" century. It was used in situations 
where the finances and or population of the area did not permit the creation of an 
incorporated village. A police village had its own elected governing body of trustees, 
who could establish fire and safety regulations, erect street lights and build sidewalks, 
but otherwise remained a part of the township from which it had been created. 


Rodney was incorporated as a village on December 27, 1907.

A previously unlisted Ontario merchant token as below, has recently surfaced.

It will be noted the location is shown as Niagara Falls, South. Niagara Falls was 
originally known, and incorporated, as the Town of Clifton in 1856. The name Clifton 
was changed to the Town of Niagara Falls in 1881. In 1882 the community of 
Drummondville [located near the present day corner of Lundy’s Lane and Main Street] 
was incorporated as the Village of Niagara Falls. The Village was referred to as Niagara 
Falls South to differentiate it from the Town. In 1904, the Town and Village 
amalgamated to form the City of Niagara Falls. 


Based on the foregoing, the token would have been in use prior to 1904. 


The issuer of the token, William L. Effrick was born on March 16, 1859. He was the son 
of John and Margaret Effrick. William married Maggie Miller on June 15, 1881, and 
subsequently they had four children. At the time of the marriage, William was a market 
gardener. Census data for 1901 indicates his occupation as a grocer, and as a retail 
merchant in the 1911 Census. 


William died on March 8, 1943. His wife Maggie had passed away in 1932. 
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The Effricks were involved in various community activities, with Maggie frequently 
making the social pages in the local paper, The Niagara Falls Gazette. William’s 
obituary in the same newspaper indicated his funeral was attended by the mayor, civic 
officials, prominent citizens, and many friends. He had been a member of the St. Mark’s 
Masonic Lodge; the Frontier Game Protective Association; and the Loon Lake Hunt 
Club of which he was an honorary president. He is buried at the Drummond Hill 
Cemetery. 


The two “maltese” crosses on the reverse of the token are of interest. Very few Ontario 
tokens are known to be of this style. The few known exceptions include: bakery tokens 
for McNeil’s [Beamsville], Rodgers [Hamilton], and Lougher [Kingston]; and merchant 
tokens for Allison [Alvinston], and Ketchabaw [Frogmore]. The maker of this type of 
token is unknown, and if a reader has any information in this regard, the writer would be 
appreciative receiving any details.

The MARKS Tailor Shop is the frame building second from right with his sign on the front facade, the second 
floor looks to be the living quarters, note the wide sidewalks without paved streets. This photo taken after Marks 
went into business on his own in 1893. Most of these building have been replaced with brick structures in an 
attempt to lower the fire hazard in this Oil refining town built of wood. (a bylaw to enforce this practice was 
introduced, it remains in effect to this day ) Imperial Oil and Canadian Oil ( White Rose ) were located here, 


Canadian Oil was purchased by Shell Oil, later both refineries were moved to locations south of Sarnia on the 
St. Clair river.

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As a young man he came to Petrolia taking a position with the tailoring business of $.D. Swift, he later worked 
for Cameron and McLean. In an advertisement in the Petrolia Advertiser dated April 22 1892 he is listed as 
a partner of Marks and Coyle at $3 Main St. Later on May 1* 1893 in an advertisement he is listed as Marks 
the tailor at 40 Main St. Petrolia. He remained at this location for the next 40 years. Near the end his health 
was in decline, he was unable to operate his shop for the last three months, however his death came suddenly 
on 29" of March 1933.

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The Allen Shoe Co., Mount Forest & Drayton

Avo tokens are known to have been used by the Allen Shoe Co. which was in 


operation in Mount Forest and Drayton. Alexander Allen, born in Tubbercurry, 
Sligo County, Ireland on the 2™ of May, 1827 immigrated to Canada in 1856. His 
parents were John Allen, 1804 - 1856 and M. McKenzie. He was married to Harriet 
Anne Thompson in 1854 in Sheffield, England. Harriet was born on the 25" of 
May 1835 in Mt. Shannon, Galway, Ireland. 


Alexander and Harriet Allen first settled in Riverstown, Arthur Township, 
Wellington County. Alex was a farmer, storekeeper, shoemaker, first postmaster, 
| and practical veterinarian. 


In 1861 the Allens were living in Drayton, Ontario where he was a 
shoemaker. George Allen, Alex’s brother was living with them at this time. He was also a shoemaker. 
They had three children at this time, Mary Ellen, born in 1855, George, born in 1857 and Harriet in 1859. 
Five more children were born to them over the next 15 years. These were: Alex Hildane, born in 1861; John 
Thompson, born in 1863; William James (Rubert), born in 1867; Charles Derondo, born in 1868; Eliza Ann, 
born in 1871; and Marcella born in 1874. 


They moved to Mount Forest in 1878. In 1881 Alexander’s son, John Thompson, 17 at the time, 
was working with him as a shoemaker. 


In 1901, at the age of 74, Alexander Allen was still listed as a shoemaker. His wife, Harriet Anne, 
and his daughter, Marcella were still living with him at this time. Harriet died in 1905. Alexander Allen 
lived on until the 30" of March 1914 when he died at the age of 86 years, 10 months and 28 days. 


At least two of the sons, John Thompson Allen and George Lyttleton Allen 
carried on with the family shoe business in Mount Forest. 


John Allen was still with the business until at least1924. He married Alice 
Christina Euart on the 5" of September of 1888. They had three sons, Charles Evert, 
born in 1898, Harry Thompson, born 1902 and George Austin in 1905. On the 5" 
of October, 1924 Alice Allen died. In 1927 he married Charlotte Anna Hopkins in 
Hillsborough, Florida. They lived in St. Petersburg for some years where he owned 
apartments. He died at the age of 90 in 1953 and is buried in Mount Forest. 


John Thompson Allen 1863 - 1953 
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George Lyttleton Allen was born in Arthur, Ontario on the 24" of April 
1857. He married Margaret Jane Watson on the 29" of December, 1886. He was 
a partner in the Boot and Shoe business at the time of their marriage. In 1889 they 
' had a daughter, Jessie, born in Mount Forest. In 1921 he was the manager of the 
Store. 


Margaret died in 1928 and George lived until 1945. He died in Renforth, 
New Brunswick at the age of 88. They are buried in the Mount Forest Cemetery.

When the Allen Brothers were in business they made use of two tokens. The one offered a 5% 
discount on a cash purchase. The other issued in 1902 carries the typical Boer War “Clasped Hands” 
device common to many tokens supplied by the Cranston Novelty Company of Galt, Ontario. 


The tokens are both round, the first being 24 mm in diameter and the 1902 piece, 25 mm.

And all their goods are from the very best 
Canadian houses, and have the stamp of merit upon them. So that when you 
purchase a pair of boots or shoes or felt goods, you can depend upon always 
receiving the very best value for your money. And in addition to this all their 
goods are bought with a due regard as to quality and price. Their stock this 
season is an exceptionally fine one, and you never make any mistake in making 


_ your purchases there. Allen Bros. also carry a very large stock of trunks, valises, 
| club bags, which they are selling very reasonably. When you want footwear of 
| any kind try them and get their prices first. 


They have doubled the capacity of their store, having today one of the 
most modern shoe stores in the Province. For men their leaders are Astoria, 
Derby, Walkover, Tuttle, Sovereign. For ladies they show the Queen Quality, 
Empress, Victoria; for children they have the Classic and Instructor. They have 


a splendid hall on the third flat for concerts and entertainments of all kinds which they control themselves. Mr. Thompson Allen is a member 
of the Board of Education, while Geo. L. Allen, who served on the School Board for five years and was six years a member of the town Council, 
is well known throughout the Province and past president of the Canadian Lacrosse Association. As townsmen Allen Bros are among Mt. Forest's 


best known, most progressive and popular citizens.

oY medallion attached to a blue ribbon which was given out at a horse show held in St. Thomas, 


Ontario in 1907 was one of a few lucky purchases I was able to make at the Christie Antique Show 
held on the 23" of May. 


The show, held in 1907 was 
the second annual event of its type, 
and the success of this particular 
show would determine the future 
outcome of the event. The first show, 
held in 1906 was an experiment to 
see what public opinion and the 
reception of horsemen in general 
would lead to. 


In June of 1907, W. B. Kingsmill, W. 
K. Pearce, George McCall amd L. H. 
Dingman, a deputation from the St. 
Thomas Horse Show Association, 
asked for a grant towards the show 
from the Elgin County Council. 


The same committee 
approached the executive of the 
Granite Curling Club for the use of 
the rink for the horse show on 
Tuesday and Wednesday, September 
17" and 18". The committee were 
informed that the Granite Rink 
Company erected the building for 
horse shows and things of that kind. 
They were willing to give the rink for 
a very small amount - $75 for the two 
days but if the City Council persisted in imposing a license fee the rental would be more than 
doubled and full value of the premises demanded. 


Whether the horse Show Committee got everything they were looking for or not is uncertain. 
However, the show turned out to be a resounding success and the likelihood of the event becoming 
an annual show was ensured. For the two days preceding the show horses and their owners anc 
attendants arrived from all points, and nearly every stable in the city contained a large number of 
valuable animals. 


Hon. Adam Beck arrived in the city with his string of eight horses and hounds that had made 
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= a great stir at the International Horse Show in London, 
| England. This also contributed to the popularity of the 
event and helped guarantee its success. 


The “Minister of Power” in the Ontario Cabinet 
is as famous a horseman as he is an advocate of cheap 
| power. His string of horses and hounds are now in the 
| city, and will be one of the big features of the St. 
f) Thomas Horse Show. Mr. Beck phoned to Secretary

The show proved itself to be an all-round 
success. The quality, as well as the quantity of the 
horses exhibited were of the very best, so the judges 
said: The contests in the various classes were keen and 
the attendance was greater than expected. The first afternoon there were from 1,000 to 1,500 people 
in the rink, the crowd swelling to about 3,000 by the evening. The feature of the evening was of 
course the performance of Hon. Adam Beck , M.P.P., of London, and the famous team of English fox 
hounds - exactly the same performance as won the world’s championship at the International horse 
Show, in London, England.

What this prize was awarded for is unknown. 
It is interesting to note that the winner of the MELROSE CUP, King Billy, “Mitch” Hepburn, 
of Union, Ontario became Premier of Ontario about 40 years after this event.

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Thos. Desantis Supply House — 
Sherkston, Ont.

Today, Sherkston Shores is a vibrant resort on the north shore of Lake Erie. Falling 
within the City of Port Colborne, Ontario, it consists of 560 acres including two and a half miles 
of sandy beachfront and offers home rentals, RV’s, camping and an assortment of other related 
amenities. Being less than 30 minutes from Buffalo, New York and in close proximity to Toronto 
allows it to draw thousands of tourists. 

In the 19" century this area was known as Shisler Point, subsequently Sherkston and fell 
within Humberstone Township which was all amalgamated into the City of Port Colborne in 
1970. 

Thomas Desantis Supply House is inextricably linked with the limestone and mining 
operation which began at Shisler Point in the 19° century. Abram Shisler born in 1814 in 
Humberstone was the son of John and Susanna Shisler who had emigrated from Lancaster 
County, Pennsylvania. In addition to a large farming operation, Abram began to operate a stone 
and lime business in 1860." In 1886 Shisler leased his plant to Carroll Bros. of Buffalo.” 

1902 would prove to be a turning point when the Lackawanna Steel Plant began 
operations in Buffalo. The state of the art facility used a process that needed high quality 
limestone. A secondary company of Lackawanna Steel, Empire Limestone Company obtained 
leasing rights to Carroll Bros. Quarry and Lime Works and acquired much of Abram Shisler’s 
land along the lake. 


By 1906 the quarry works at Shisler Point employed approximately 425 workers the majority of which 
were largely of Italian and eastern European extraction. Worker accommodations were provided for by 
two distinct villages and a large boarding house. The villages were divided along ethnic lines with Italian 
workers living in a small community on the east side of the quarry and Hungarians and other eastern 
Europeans occupying much of the former housing of the Carrolton community.3 


This quarry operation would allow Thomas Desantis to prosper as an entrepreneur. Born 
in Italy in 1862, 1864 or 1865 (depending on the source), Desantis migrated to Niagara Falls 
New York in 1889 and to Canada in 1900. In 1901 he resided temporarily in Toronto‘. By 1902 
he was living in Ridgeway, now a part of Fort Erie and a neighbouring community to Shisler 
Point.° Within a year of arriving at Shisler Point in 1902 he established a general store.® Thomas

Desantis would have a unique relationship with the Empire Limestone Co., one that would 
allow him to prosper both in business and as a community leader. 


Tom had the decided advantage of being fluent in both Italian and English, a trait which the mining 
company regarded very favourably and one which Tom put to good use. Although Tom never worked 
directly for the Empire Limestone Com., he was very much their agent in matters of labour relations. His 
role was to obtain workers for the quarry operation and for which he received a per capita commission. In 
addition he was also regarded as a patriarch to his fellow countrymen looking after their personal needs as 
required and taking care of burials when they died.7 


“Big Tom”, the moniker he acquired had both a social and business relationship with 
Shisler Point residents, leading him to become embroiled in legal matters, specifically 
bootlegging. In 1903 he was “fined $40 and costs for keeping liquor without a licence.’”® 
Evidently, Big Tom’s business and social enterprises crossed paths! 

Desantis continued to operate his store as the 1906 Ontario Commercial Year Book and 
Gazetteer lists him as a grocer in Sherkston, Humberstone Township while the 1910-1911 
Province of Ontario Gazetteer & Directory records him as having a general store at Shisler Point. 
It is quite probable that his wife Mary and sons Saverio and John would have assisted him in the 
store. 

The mining operation and quarry ceased operating in 1916 although the Empire 
Limestone Company would continue to sell sand. Thomas Desantis would continue to operate 
his store until the mid-1920’s when it was closed and he retired to Niagara Falls, New York. In 
the early 1930’s Desantis rented the Skerkston quarry and the adjacent Empire Beach from the 
Empire Limestone Company becoming the first business person (with the assistance of his son 
John) to operate the quarry and beach as a recreational area until his death on August 12, 
1944. 

“Big Tom” had been a member of the Italian-American Businessmen’s Association, the 
Sons of Italy Grand Lodge in Niagara Falls N. Y. and the Holy Name Society of St. Joseph’s 
Church in Niagara Falls, N. Y. His funeral was at St. Patrick’s Church and he was interred at 
Mount St. Joseph Cemetery all in Port Colborne.? 

While operating his store, Tom Desantis issued two tokens of zinc composition as 
follows:

The Imperial Cotton Co. Ltd. Hamilton, Ontario

The token was purchased from an American collection of textile company tokens and was 
attributed to Hamilton, Ontario. 


Textile production at the turn of the century into the 1900’s in Hamilton was second only to the 
steel mills in importance to the economy there. Charles Grantham, John and Edmond Patterson, 
and James Young built The Imperial Cotton Co. Ltd. at 270 Sherman Ave. N. in 1900. Soon it 
was Hamilton’s second largest mill producing heavy cotton duck for ships’ sails, tents, and other 
industrial uses. In 1924 the company was merged into Cosmos-Imperial Mills Ltd. and operated 
through to 1972. 


The building at 270 Sherman not only still stands but is undergoing a complete rebirth as a 
complex of creative arts and small manufacturing. Over 50 units of space are rented as 
workshops, artists’ studios, and as period backdrops for movies and television. It is a fair 
comparison to what has been made of the Distillery District in downtown Toronto. 


Since production by the early company was primarily for heavy industrial uses rather than a 
retail clientele a question arises about the need for and use of a 3c token. It is always possible 
there was sufficient retail business to justify tokens, but it has been suggested that this token 
could have been for internal use as in an employee’s cafeteria. 
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London Businesses Responsible for Many Tokens & Medals -

George Burns was a dry goods merchant who, while on a trip to London, England, discovered 
a clothing merchant there of the same name who used a copper token advertising his business. Mr. 
Burns secured several pieces and used them for awhile in his own store in London, Ontario. Mr. 
Burns was in business from 1861 until 1898. He was located on Dundas Street for a long time

The Carling family operated a brewery business in London for 96 years. They were originally 
on Waterloo Street at Pall Mall. In 1875 they opened a new plant at Talbot & Piccadilly. The 
brewery closed December 31, 1936. They were responsible for the striking of tokens in four 
denominations. The exact use of the tokens has not been determined.

In 1896 John Fawkes and his family opened a bakery and confectionery at 660 Dundas Street. 
In 1904 they had a second store at 200 Dundas and by 1910 they had a third store on Richmond 
Street. They made use of scalloped shaped tokens in the denomination of from 5¢ and going in 
increments of 5¢, to $1.00.

These tokens are struck in brass, copper and white metal as well as aluminum. 
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The Morkin House was located at 89-91 King Street, on the south side between Ridout and 
Talbot Streets.. It was operated by Edward Morkin from 1892 until 1921. 


Edward Morkin was born in 1837 and arrived in Canada in 1851. In 1868 he owned the 
Victoria Hotel on the south-west corner of Wellington and Duke Streets. (Duke is now Dufferin St.). 
The Victoria Hotel was razed after 1891 to become the site of the First Methodist Church which 
opened in 1896. In 1892 Morkin took over the Martin House which he renamed Morkin House. 
Edward Morkin died in 1921. 


Edward Morkin made use of a token good for putting a horse to hay. The token is of 
aluminum, round and 32 mm in diameter.

The 
tokens came in red, green, light blue, dark blue, bright yellow and cream yellow colours.

At least three businesses used an advertising medallion known as a “Spinner”. These spinners 
have a raised dot on the obverse side allowing them to spin freely. An arrow on the design points 
to a particular person who then is required to pay for coffee or whatever. These tokens were popular 
in the 1960s. 


The Green Lantern Restaurant on Adelaide Street south of Hamilton Road was one place 
which used this type of token. The Green lantern was opened in 1942 and is still in operation. This 
type of advertising token was available through Sydney Sugarman of Maple Leaf Press in Toronto. 
He had a similar token struck advertising the token itself.

John McClary and his brother Oliver started out in London with a small tinsmith shop which 
eventually expanded into a major stoveworks factory employing 1,400 people by 1914.

A variety of the 1¢ token appears with a wider “1". There is a variety of the 3¢ piece 
with the word “McCormick” closer to the border.

The “Put-A-Penny” Company of Toronto made cardboard holders to enclose a 1¢ coin with 
their advertising on the obverse and the issuing store’s ad on the reverse. Many stores across Canada 
used this type of advertising token during the 1930s and 1940s. Cliff Robinson had a meat and 
provision store at 202 Dundas Street from 1924 until 1952. For a few years he also operated stores 
at 613 Dundas, 729 Richmond Street and 772 Wharncliffe Road. 
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The Oak Hall Clothing Store on Dundas Street was one store of a chain with the head office 
in Hamilton, Ontario. William E. Sandford started the business in 1860. The W. E. Sandford 
Company was declared bankrupt in 1927 and the stores closed including the one in London. The store 
in London made use of two tokens that were specific to that store. There were also tokens issued that 
were good in any of the stores.
